Will Control All Amateur Hoc- 
key in the Province of 
Quebec 

That amateur hockey will be placed 
on a sound and better basis, and af- 
forded an opportunity to come into its 
own again, Is assured by the formation 
of the Quebec 'branch of the Canadian 
Amateur Hockey Association, launched 
on Saturday, under the name of the 
Quebec Amateur Hockey Association. 
The formation of the Quebec branch 
of the Canadian Amateur Hockey As- 
sociation gives that body control of 
the amateur branch of hockey through- 
out the Dominion of Canada, and.the 
Quebec branch has such men as Major 
Hartland MacDougall, James Taylor, 
president of the Amateur Skating As- 
Foiation of Canada; T. Yates Foster; 
W. R. Granger, president Montreal 
Amateur Athletic Association, T. Siat- 
tery, past pieaiocnt of the Shamrocks; 
und C. S. Fosbery. principal of Lower 
Canada College, is in charge of it. 

The Quebec bTanch of the Canadian 
Amateur Hockey Association already 
has as members the Montreal City 
Amateur Hockey League, the Junior 
Amateur Hockey Association and the 
Inter-school Hockey League, while oue 
or two othsr leagues have already ap- 
plied for membership. -Only the 
leagues affiliated with the Quebec 
Amateur Hockey Association will bo 
afforded an opportunity of challenging 
for the Allan Cup, emblematic of the 
Amateur Hockey Championship of 
Canada, for their champions each sea- 
son, 

The Quenec Amateur Hockey Asso- 
ciation, owing to their affiliation with 
the Canadian Amateur Hockey Asso- 
ciation, are now members of the Ama- 
teur Athletic Association of Canada, 
and the definitation of an amateur of 
the A.A.U. of C. has been adopted by 
the new organization. This definition 
does not permit of amateurs and pro- 
fessionals playing with or against one 
another, and all slayers competing 
with or against professionals from now 
on will be barred from amateur sport 
in Canada. 

All members of affiliated leagues 
with the Quebec branch of the Cana- 
dian Amateur Hockey Association will 
be given registration cards, and cannot 
compete in amateur competitions- with- 
out them. These cards will be the 
same as those given to athletes by the 
A.A.U. of C. in various branches of 
sport. 

The Quebec Hockey Association re- 
ceived the following message from W. 
A. Hewitt, secretary of the Canadian 
Amateur Hockey Association on Satur- 
day:— 

"The eiecutive of the Canadian 
Amateur Hockey AssoclaUon, by un- 
animous vote, gave the Quebec Hockey 
Association affiliation and control of 
amateur hockey in Quebec as a branch 
of this Association. Signed, W. A. 
Hewitt, Secretary C.A.HA." 

With a view to placing the amateur 
game on a good footing, the officers 
of the Quebec brapch, with the excep- 
tion of the executive, were elected for 
a term of two years, which is in ac- 
cordance with the constitution adopted 
and approved of by the central body. 
The president of each affiliated league 
becomes a member of the executive 
of the Association each year. 

The object of the Quebec Amateur 
Hockey Association will be to further 
and encourage amateur hockey in the 
Province of Quebec and to work in 
affiliation with the Amateur Athletic 
Union of Canada. The following offi-

"Instead of under triumphal 
arches, as in Belgian cities, we 
marched under the melancholy gaze 
of Germans, who sought the retreat 
of thedr second story rooms, that 
they might look down upon us." 

Thus does Acting LIcut-Col. H. A. 
Chisholm, M.C., Law '16, 3rd Canadian 
Battalion, writing home, describe how 
the civilian German behaved when 
the Canadians made their triumphal 
march Into the enemy's country. 

Lieut-Col. Chisholm, who is a son 
of Rev- John Chisholm, 329 Mackay 
street, Director of Immigration, 
writes interestingly of the first entry 
of the Canadians into Germany. His 
last two notes home follow: 

"December 4, *18— This is a great 
day in the history of the battalion 
At 12.15 noon, we marched across 
the German border with fixed bay- 
onelts, led by our own corps and di- 
visional commanders. Our official 
photographers took moving pictures 
of our march. You may see them In 
Montreal in a few weeks. 
"It was a great difference to the 
. . ; last of the frontier. Instead of un- 
lider triumphal arches, as in the Bel- 
| gian cities, we marched under the 
] melancholy gazt> of Germans, who 
\ nought the retreat of their second 
story rooms, that they might look 
down upon us. 

"We. made the inim on the roadside 
: stand to attention with bared heads 
; while the battalion was passing. Fin- 
ally this evening wc arrived at very 
decent billets at Hcppenbocli. We 
' are living at u hotel. 1 have a 
very comfortable room with a fire in 
it. These people are dancing at- 
tention on us and seem very anxious 
to curry favor. Our attitude toward 
the civilian population is firmness in 
what we require; civility, but not 
friendliness. 

"I had an interesting talk with the 
vicar of the village. The country 
hero 1b all Roman Cathoilc and the 
clergy are supporters of tho mon- 
archy. The vicar said as far as he 
was concerned "all was lost.' Re- 
publican Germany is very hostile to 
the Church, especially to the Church 
of Rome. The retiuisitionlng officers 
have Just arrived. So we proceeded 
to requisition oats and hay for our 
transports, for which the German 
Government will pay, for we are the 
army of occupation and the Germans 
must pay for our upkeep. 1 am very 
busy. We must be across the Rhine 
on December 17. We expect to be 
thero until next May." 

Another Letter- 
"Ruggendorf, Dec. 7.— I am billeted 
to-night In a Lutheran clergyman's 
! house and to-morrow we are to hold 
our church service in his church ju*t 
adjoining his house. Last night I 
slept in a German baron's mountain 
palace, where he used to go shooting 
and fishing. We are now only two 
days' march from Cologne. 

"This march is becoming very In 
terestlng. Germany is really very 
modern. The small German towns 
are really finer than the French, they 
are better managed, cleaner and con 
tain more comfortable houses. The 
middle class people are very clean, 
Intelligent people. But the peasant 
farming villages are even dirtier 
than the French and Belgian. Every 
village in Germany has its telephone, 
electric lighting and gas. On the 
whole, the people appear to be ac- 
cepting the Inevitable with resigna- 
tion. In fact, they are good to us, 
of course, they know that If we want- 
ed anything- we would just take It. 
In fact, we have requisitioned fodder 
for our horses twice. Last night I 
had the great luxury of a real hot 
bath In a really nice sized bath tub. 

"The thing that strikes us most In 
travelling through this country la 
the extraordinary number of chil- 
dren. Every house seems to have 
swarms of them— all healthy, intelli- 
gent looking youngsters. It just 
looks as if the State said: "You must 
have many children," and they obey- 
ed. We have been marching so fast 
that we have received hardly any 
mail for two weeks, we are to get It 
all in a few days. Wc are very 
busy."

J. H. Molson, Arts '19, of 
the 13th Battalion, was a prisoner of 
war behind the German Unes from 
October 10 until the signing of the 
armistice, when he was turned loose 
by the enemy and allowed to make 
his way to England.

The official citation of 
the award of this decoration states 
that Lieutenant-Colonel Donaldson is 
singled out because of "his great In 
itlatlvo in establishing dressing sta- 
tions directly in rear of the advanc 



ing infantry." 

Lieutenant - Colonel Donaldion Is 
one of the Canadian originals, as well 
as a veteran of the South African war, 
and also of the Somaliland campaign. 
A native of Brockville, Ont., he went 
through the South African war as a 
trooper in Lord Strathcona's Horse 
and afterwards was in the service of 
the Delagoa Bay Company in East Af- 
rica. Later still he served in Som- 
aliland. 

In the Great War, Lieutenant-Col- 
onel Donaldson has risen from the 
rank of captain. He has been three 
times mentioned in despatches, first 
at Ypres ia April, 1915, and has been 
twice gassed in the discharge of his 
duties as officer in command of an 
advanced field ambulance- A brother, 
Capt. C. A. Donaldson, was overseas 
with the 156th Battalion. 

Lieut-Colonel Donaldson was prac- 
tising in Calgary, Alberta, when he 
enlisted. He holds the Queen's Medal 
with five clasps for South Africa and 
tho Somaliland Medal and clasp. 

The award of the D. 8.0 . to Major 
Norman T. McCaghey. M.C., Sci. '16, 
of the 52nd Battalion, is also gazetted-
